Adjective Qualifying Noun 
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The C^i (adjective) in Arabic follows the Ojaia (noun it qualifies) in the following 
4 cases: 
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1. Gender: The C+*j (adjective) follows the Ojai* (qualifying noun) in gender, so 
if the noun is feminine then the adjective is also feminine e.g. 
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2. Definite: The C**i (adjective) follows the Ojai* (qualifying noun) in 
definiteness, so if the Oj*^* is definite then the C**> is also definite e.g.

3. Case: The C*** (adjective) takes the same case endings as the Oj^a 
(qualifying noun) e.g. 
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4. Plural: The C**5 (adjective) follows the CJjxla (qualifying noun) in number 
e.g. 
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
